HMY Britannia—OUTSIDE AND IN 
“Embark at Marlborough Pier, Ports- 
mouth, by 1600,” said the Admiralty’s 
invitation card. But gaskets may blow 
even on Royal occasions, and ASTRA- 
GAL, who has blown as many gaskets as 
the next man, blew one more on Friday, 
and was just in time to see the next man 
catch the boat he had missed. The navy 
was apologetic but firm: HMS Truelove 
would have to de-fuel its gin without any 
help. So with that unselfish devotion to 
duty which his readers envy, ASTRAGAL 
sailed for Spithead on a ten-shilling 
pleasure trip,smiling bravely as he paid 
for his drinks, and wondering how the 
popular Press would make use of the 
unwelcome fog. (“ THE MIST COULD NOT 


HIDE THE BRIGHT GLOW IN BRITISH 
HEARTS . . .” “FOG IN MAY—BUT 
IT MEANS HOME.”) But ASTRAGAL was 
soon jerked away from his cynical game 
of guessing-the-headlines. He realized, 
as the elegant Britannia rose from the 
haze, that the cliché is sometimes inevit- 
able and forgivable. A reporter’s soul 
would be dead if he did not want to 
drool excitedly about the dramatic ap- 
pearance of Her Majesty’s yacht from 
behind a grey curtain, her flags held 
triumphantly at a height which would 
have seemed absurd if the occasion 
had been a lesser one. ASTRAGAL, 
who was very glad at that moment 
that he did not have to do jus- 
tice to his impressions in a piece of 
hastily-written copy, made it generally 
known that in the matter of the number 
of “hips” which ought to precede a 
“hooray matter that is being 
thrashed out in the correspondence 
columns of The Times—he is prepared 
to err on the generous side.

One of the “ hips ” with which AsTRA- 
GAL rent the Solent air was, of course, 
intended for the Britannia’s builder, 
John Brown Ltd. Several more were 
kept in reserve until Sunday, when your 
correspondent swarmed on board (if 
you can be said to swarm while crawl- 
ing crabwise in terror) and then 
most of them were used. As you 
may know, the ship’s interior architects, 
McInnes Gardner and Partners, were 
joined by Sir Hugh Casson, as consul- 
tant—and by a team of designers whose 
names—familiar to students at the 
Royal College of Art—are still on the 
secret list. One member of this team was 
responsible for the most distinctive 
feature of the dining room—the “ spark- 


ler” light fittings, and two others were 
the designers of the attractive elec- 
tric fire in the drawing room. And 
it was Sir Hugh’s nameless assistant 
who provided one of the most in- 
teresting pieces of furniture on board 
—the demountable dining-room table, 
whose legs are strengthened with 
handsome brass cross-bracing. (This is, 
of course, the sort of thing one looks 
for on a ship: pleasing design which 
owes something to its environment.) 
Although the other furniture in the 
dining-room—like most of the pieces in 
the drawing-room—is from the old 
Victoria and Albert, there are several 
original items in the Royal rooms. But 
it would seem that their designer had 
more of a free hand in the guests’ 
cabins, which are pleasantly varied in 
their contemporary colour schemes and 
furnishing. 


* 


It is, of course, more to the credit of 
the builder than of the architects that 
the Royal rooms have a ship-like atmo- 
sphere. But the architects’ restraint (in 
the general colour scheme particularly— 
white paint, mahogany, brass metal- 
work and light grey carpeting) has re- 
tained that atmosphere where it could 
easily have been destroyed. Is this re- 
straint the result of close collaboration? 
ASTRAGAL, with half an eye on the fluted 
columns in the undistinguished dining- 
room, suspects that one architect exer- 
cised more restraint than the other, and 
comes to the conclusion that, although 
the ship’s decor is much better than it 
might have been, it is not nearly as 
pleasing as it could have been. It is 
said that many minor corrections are 
yet to be made. May the more re- 
strained elbow have the greater power!

An RIBA committee is to be set 
up to “examine fully the present con- 
stitution of the RIBA Council with 
respect to the representation of various 
classes of membership and various 
forms of occupation and also to con- 


sider the provisions of the Royal 
Charters in regard to the qualifications 
for the Fellowship...” 

ASTRAGAL is no defender of the “ tied- 
house” - principle in representation. 
The best man for the job—whether 
F, A, or L—is the real test of election, 
and any reputable A can presumably 
be trusted to speak up for his F or L 
colleagues in debate. Nevertheless, the 
committee should consider the pro- 
portion of Associates to Fellows on 
the Council (Council: 18 Fellows, 9 
Associates; total membership: 2,046 
Fellows, 10,641 Associates). How the 
proportion should be altered is hard to 
say. If one knew that all Fellows were 
the créme de la créme of the profes- 
sion, and not—to an unknown ex- 
tent—just Licentiates with face lifts, 
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one would not mind the present pro- 
portions; after all, experience should 
count for something. There is pos- 
sibly an arguable case for ensuring that 
assistants are represented on Council, 
now that they will remain as the per- 
manent majority of the profession 
(does the RIBA realize what a 
mockery that makes of “ professional 
status ”?) and as associates they could 
be the reason for making the proportions 
of F’s and A’s equal.

There is often also criticism expressed 
of the high proportion of allied society 
representatives on the Council (elected 
by membership, 30; elected by Allied 
Societies, 24). It is said that these are 
diehards who halt the Council’s pro- 
gressive ideas. They could be seen as 
the locally-elected chaps who help the 
provincial architects to keep up with 
the RIBA—not, surely, a bad thing.

It would be hard to overestimate the importance of the 
county planner’s job in Devon. The county’s major 
industry is tourism—they are fortunate enough to possess 
aland and shorescape which attracts sightseers, holiday- 
makers and retired people from all over the British Isles 
and even from overseas. Such an industry is more 
delicate than most. Amongst those pretty hills and 

moors the inhabitants must live and work, develop and 
prosper, yet not develop so crudely as to frighten away 

the tourist. It is the job of the county planner to watch 
the rival claims of different industries and to ensure that 
the county’s best interests are not needlessly jeopardized. 
The man who holds that responsible advisory job to the 
County Council is Geoffrey Clark, Director of Planning, 
seen right in his office in an attractive early Georgian 
building on the outskirts of Exeter. Born in ’93, Mr. 
Clark was taught, and later a teacher, at the A.A. Then 
followed a time with Mewés and Davis before he became 
apartner with John Dower of Harding Thompson & 
Partners—a firm which specialised in rural planning and 
carried out CPRE surveys in the south-west. After 
becoming a resident partner of the firm in Wareham, 
Dorset (where he still has an office), doing mainly country 
houses and local authority housing, he was called in to 
advise the County Council on their planning during 

to He became Director of Planning to Devon 

in 48 when the new planning Act came into force. 

A man of taste and a good conversationalist, he has the 
breadth of vision and historical knowledge one expects, but 
does not always find, in holders of such important posts. 
We know that Geoffrey Clark is aware of the enormity of his 
responsibilities as Director of Planning, but we also have 
an uneasy feeling that he has been appointed too late for 
his task. Too much of Devon is already spoilt, and the 
discerning are going elsewhere. The entries to the major 
towns, Exeter, Torquay, Plymouth, and most of the 
minor ones, have been ruined by badly-sited and badly- 
designed housing; and many villages are blatantly cashing 
in on their charms—and thereby losing the grace they had. 
We will watch with interest to see if a Director of 
Planning can civilize a county. 
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Sidmouth 


No simpler way exists of seeing the fascinating development of the sea-side town than by taking 
the coast road into Devon—the A.35 and then the secondary roads which follow the coast-line 
and the Exe estuary, down to Torquay, the conference centre. Devon’s most important industry 
today is the holiday industry, and it was at the coastal towns that the fashion started, the five 
most coacerned being Sidmouth, Exmouth, Dawlish, Teignmouth and Torquay. Today there is a 
sixth, Paignton, of rather different character. In the mid-eighteenth century Exmouth became 
known as a watering place and the others were all popular by the end of the century. At this time 
society, restricted no doubt in travel abroad by the Napoleonic wars, came to Devon for the 

mild climate, rural delights and marine prospects. Some stayed on and, following the publication 
of Lugar’s Sketches of Cottage Architecture in 1805, neat mansions, often far from mere cottages— 
in the cottage ornée style, of rustic barge boards, gables, Gothic-arched windows, and patterned 
geometrical sashing were laid out, surrounded by lawns planted with cedars and exotic trees, 

and pebble-faced garden walls. Of such a type is the Woodlands Hotel, Sidmouth, a detail of 
which is shown above. It was built as a Marine Villa by Lord Gwyder (1815), and originally 
thatched, but is now elaborately fish-scale slated. Soon, Royalty settled in Sidmouth, when the 
infant Princess Victoria stayed at what is now the Royal Glen Hotel, top right, with her parents. 
in 1819. Parts of the facade have been tampered with, but the building shows charmingly the 
Gothic geometrical sashing, castellations and the curved hooded verandah with sea views. 

The typical rustic style is seen in Pauntley Cottage, second from top, an octagonal thatched 
Gothic lodge with eaves supported on verandah posts, and there is a chinoiserie dovecot, left, 

at Salcombe House, in Sid Road. 

Refreshment : Sidmouth (pop. 9,000) has no less than four 4-star hotels. Good dinner, 

with excellent band, at uglyish Victoria Hotel. For exotic atmosphere, try the Knowle Hotei, 
once Mr. Fish’s Marine Villa. Full of retired colonels and invalids. The Bowd Inn is a 
thatched freehouse, tarted up with diagonal glazing and draught Worthington. A good diversion 
for drinking on leaving Sidmouth is a call at Half Way House Inn on A. 35 trunk road at Aylesbeare; 
oak beams, navigation lights and pewter; noggin and natter H.Q. of west regional Bentley Drivers’ 
Club. Harvey’s compleat stock, but no cider—landlord considers c+der microbes affect beer in 
barrels. For gourmets: Three Horseshoes, Branscombe (befor: you reach Sidmouth). 
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Exmouth 


If possible go on to Lady Nelson’s-Lady Byron’s Exmouth, for good coast scenery on route, large Edwardian 

church by Fellowes Prynne (slightly like Oxford College Chapel, with panelling) and, at Imperial Hotel, Greek 
revival temple, now bungalow, with Doric prostyle front (third from top, opposite page above). The fourth photo is 
of A La Ronde, one of two cottage ornees (1798) built by the Misses Parminter. It has a sea-shell-lined hall, sand 
and seaweed pictures and birds feather decorations. The other building—a chapel with four almshouses for 
spinsters—has inscription over door: ‘‘ some point of view we all pursue.” 


Topsham 


On the A. 377 to Countess Wear, there are fine river views of the Exe where Girtin painted his famous rainbow water 
colour (in Exeter Museum). Don’t miss the Strand at Topsham with seventeenth century gabled Dutch merchant’s 
houses, built of Dutch brick, brought as ballast from Holland, from the time when Topsham exported Exeter’s 
finished serges and did thriving trade clothing R.C. communities in Low Countries. Incidentally, stone from which 
Exeter Cathedral was built was landed at Topsham, after sea journey from Beer. 


Powderham 


While crossing Exe at Countess Wear, near Exeter, note the canal to Exeter, the first to use the pound-lock (1564). 
On the road to Torquay, via Teignmouth you will pass the Earl of Devon’s Powderham Estate, marked by thatched 
and whitewashed lodges (left, below) and pleasant inn advertising Flower’s Ale—excellent, as is the landlord and 
fairly unspoilt interior. Powderham Castle, a hodge-podge of additions culminating in Wyatt’s music room (below 
centre) has a magnificent renaissance bookcase and plaster work. 


Starcross 


When Isambard Brunel was appointed in charge of the G.W.R. in 1835, he conceived a line of communication 
connecting London with New York via Plymouth and his notorious ship “‘ The Great Eastern.” Like the 
Dublin-Kingstown railway, the line from Exter to Newton Abbot was designed on the “‘ atmospheric ” principle. 
The remains of Italianate campanile towers disguising the chimneys of various pumping stations are still to be seen 
at Exeter St. Davids, Starcross (below right) and Dawlish, designed by Brunel in the pleasing engineer’s style of the 
time. The “ atmospheric ” railway begun in 1844 was worked on the shop cashier’s pneumatic principle by means 
of a vacuum tube through which was drawn, by atmospheric pressure, a cylinder. A slot in the tube, sealed by a 
leather flap, and tallow, permitted a connection to be made to the coaches. This clean and silent railway was, 
however, technically too difficult to maintain and was shortly abandoned, at a loss to shareholders of £400,000. 


Teignmouth 


After Dawlish—where Jane Austen’s 
characters were often going to, and where 
the Brunel railwav’s occupation of the 

beach promenade prevents the normal seaside 
scene (and gives the railway traveller one of 
the most exhilarating runs in England)— 
comes Teignmouth. Its Assembly rooms are 
now a cinema ; it has in parts an atmosphere 
of slightly faded elegance—typified by the 
riverside verandah, right. 

The detail of this verandah is particularly 
interesting as the trellis is not of iron, but of 
wood, with an ornament of calligraphic motifs, 
not commonly encountered. It has a 
decaying colonial air, reminiscent more of 
Carolina and the West Indies than of a lively 
little west-country port. 
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Teignmouth 


Devon is perhaps England’s most sea-influenced county. 
Its coastlines, with Cornwall’s, are longer than any other 
county’s, and one is never far from rivers, estuaries (as 
right, at Teignmouth), cliffs and boats. There is the Navy 
at Devonport and Dartmouth, a remnant of a fishing 

fleet at Brixham, and Exmouth, Starcross, Teignmouth 
and Torquay all have flourishing yacht clubs. At 
Teignmouth is one of the country’s leading yacht 
designers—Morgan Giles. His long established firm 

has designed yachts for many notable yachtsmen, 
including the late King of Spain. At this time of the 

year the Giles yard, above, is not only busily fitting out 
yachts, but building craft for the Royal Navy on contract. 
He is one of the last boat builders in south Devon, the 
Teignmouth estuary being the site for a shipyard from 

the seventeenth century and probably earlier. 

Across the river, reached by a former toll bridge, is 
waterside Shaldon: an attractive group of early nineteenth- 
century marine villas. St. Peter’s is a church of the 
1890’s by E. Sedding, worth seeing. 
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Torquay 

This is yet another town which owes its growth to a mild winter climate, fashion and the 
Napoleonic wars. The fleet used to anchor in sheltered Torbay, before Plymouth Sound 

was protected by a breakwater, and the officers brought their wives and families to stay in the 
little village which lay snug between hills on the north side of this east-facing bay. By the 
mid-century the pretty countryside and the gentle winters had filled the town with wealthy 
Victorian middle-class families—with the result shown above—large villas (now hotels) 
perched on the steep sides of Torquay’s tree-topped seven hills—late Regency and Italianate 
terraces (page 605) and a potentially congested centre. Torquay today faces an awkward 
problem with the disappearance of wealthy families. It is quite a large town (50,000 pop.) 
unbalanced by seasonal employment. For the summer months its limited beaches and 

narrow shopping streets are packed with holiday makers. But in the winter there are not 
now enough leisured and retired people to keep the hotels ticking over. The Torquay Council 
is still trying to decide whether to go all out for seasonal mass popularity—the Blackpool of the 
South—or the all-the-year round family holiday centre, with an emphasis on retired people and

winter retreats. The first fruits of the 
former policy is an amusement arcade 
opposite the town’s theatre and main 
sea front (bottom, page 603). There 
is no doubt that the quickest way of 
killing off long-term holiday making 
and residential living is encouraging 
the day tripper. So, beach vendors 
and owners of cafés, holiday camps, 
charabancs and garages, struggle for 
one kind of preferential treatment, 
while owners of hotels, houses and 
flats fight for another. In Sidmouth 
the latter have won—in Paignton the 
battle is going with the former—in 
Torquay the combat has barely 
begun, but the supporters of com- 
parative wealth appear to be on the 
retreat. A feature which typifies this 
type of warfare appecrs in the 
photograph on page 603 showing 

the inner harbour. It is proposed 

to turn half this harbour into a two- 
level car park, thus relieving the 
heavily congested streets nearby of 
parked cars. Such a policy, if carried 
out, would benefit the summer visitor 
and day tripper more than the 
residents, and Torquay would partly 
lose (as have Bristol and Hull) a most 
attractive feature. 

The oldest part of Torquay stretches 
up the hillside (top, left) from Union 
Street, the main street of the town. 
Architecturally undistinguished, the 
stepped stuccoed terraces gain from 
the fact that so much of Torquay 
consists of detached or semi-detached 
houses. The view from Tor Hill, 
left, is typical of the rest of the slated 
Italianate town. The steep hillsides 
on which Torquay is built break up 
the housing and keep gardens small, 
but oddly enough, the hill tops are 
usually unbuilt on, Tor Hill itself 
boasting only a ruined house, a very 
large garden going wild and the little 
temple shown above. The stuccoed 
houses are usually brightly painted— 
as at St. Efride’s Road (top left, opposite 
page) partly through tradition, per- 
haps, and partly because the owners are 
trying to prove that the Riviera has 
nothing on Torquay—hence the wind- 
shattered yuccas and palms, and the 
liberal use of white, yellows, blues, 
greens and browns on walls, pilasters 
and door and window surrounds. 
Hesketh Crescent (1846) above right 
opposite page, designed by the brother 
Harvey is the cream of Victorian 
development, though two or three 
other more homely terraces remain. 
Torquay, due to liberal planting and 
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careful road layouts has managed to 
achieve an expensive opulent air which 
is only now beginning to wear slightly 
thin. 

Refreshments: For visitors there are 
plenty of good hotels, with the 
Imperial (excellent food in modern 
room with superb bay view) and the 
Palace (at Babbacombe, with fine 
grounds and beach) at the top. For 
the Conference, the Victoria is the 
most conveniently situated. One 
restaurant, the Regency, in Union 
Street (architect: Dawes Dingle), 
stands alone for food and decor. 


Brick and Marble in Torquay 


Devon buildings are traditionally of 
cob, or if of stone, largely from little 
local quarries specially worked for the 


occasion and then abandoned. The 
Beer stone only has a more than local 
reputation, but south Devon is covered 
with limestone buildings. Some of 
the limestones take a polish, and are 
ranked as marbles—the most famous, 
perhaps, being Ashburton, of which 
the columns in the RIBA building are 
faced. Local and true Italian marbles 
were used extensively by Victorian 
architects in restoring and building 
the local churches. The rich—indeed 
vulgar—result is typified, right, by 
this detail of Butterfield’s All Saints 
church at Babbacombe. It is 
pleasantly fussy with polychrome local 
marble pillars, diapering and 
decoration like a German child’s 
picture book: Gothic Revival in 
extremis in which the money was 
exhausted before the architect’s 
invention. (Other Victorian churches 
in Torquay: Blomfield’s St. Luke and 
Street’s St. John, with Burne-Jones 
windows.) Building stones may be 
local and good, but inevitably they 
have given way to brick, and visitors 
by car to Torquay will probably pass 
the Western Counties Brick Company’s 
Old Woods works, above, one of over 
a dozen brickworks in Devon and 
Cornwall whose products are slowly 
changing the visual character of the 
western counties. 
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Jenkins’s Marble 


Well worth a visit and not to be found in Torquay guide books, though a familiar name to architects, is 
Jenkins’s marble works in Lymington Road (call at head office, Castle Circus House, first). Fred Peek 
(30 years a mason and his father working for the firm before him) will show you round the partly open, 
partly covered-in works. ‘Top right is a detail of the multi-bladed saws which cut the 10-ft. blocks of 
marble. Sand and water, above left, poured into the grooves actually cut and cool the stone. The thin 
slabs are then laid on moving beds and carborundum-edged wheels (centre above) square them up. 
When required they are polished, above right. The works also do a certain amount of copy-carving, and 
a gallery, top left, near the setting-ouc room, is full of dusty plaster casts, now little used as the demand 
has largely gone. E. Gurney, director, is well worth meeting, if only to have it explained 

to one how much more economic marble is, in the long run, than any other interior lining material. 

Mr. Gurney also has ideas on building in stone, and forsees a future for this out-dated material if the 
stone industry could be fully mechanised. One of his proposals—for stone areas only, of course— 

is for completely mobile stone-working machinery, which can be driven to the nearest quarry to the 
building site and used to cut and dress the stones at the quarry face and thus save handling and 


transport costs. It is certain that only by such, or similar, drastic proposals lies any future for the 
stone industry. 
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Paignton 


Exposed to cold east winds this town 
is dead for half the year. The chief 
interest of the large sandstone church 
is the Kirkham Chantry, an inspiring 
piece of stone sculpture, despite 
defacement by the Puritans, and the 
cadaver, right, possibly of an Irish 
bishop. The town has trebled in 
size in the last fifty years so is 
architecturally disastrous. Not least 
of its disasters is Oldway, an Ionic 
and Corinthian columned mansion 
erected in 1874, by sewing-machine 
Singer at a cost of £100,000. Its 
grounds are quite fine and the 
progressive Paignton Council bought 
the whole property for £45,000 in 
1945. With vast marble hall, 115 
rooms and most costly panelling, poor 
Paris Singer had to sit huddled round 
an old tortoise stove in the middle of 
his study to keep warm. 
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Cockington 


Trippers’ Devon, baritones’ De-ev-ev-evon, mottoes-in-dialect- 
Devon, do’ee ’ave a cup-o’-tay round-the-cups-and-saucers Devon 
is a fearful place. Everyone staying at Torquay at some time visits 
Cockington, the village next door. Go yourself, and see Lutyen’s 
thatched Drum Inn and good-on-plan but over-bricked garden and 
the early Renaissance details of the church pulpit, but keep your 
eyes closed against the visual gaffes of the signs in the village street. 
The Torquay visitor’s other favourite is Kent’s cavern—a five- 
chambered cave where were found the remains of palaeolithic man 
and where are still to be seen the bones of extinct animals. Quite 
impressive, but getting a little too carefully cared for. The guide is 
worth listening to: “‘ the Irish elk, boys and girls, something like 
the reindeer which draw Daddy Christmas’s sleigh ” 
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Dartington Hall 


Driving from Torquay to Plymouth, do not only be beguiled by 
the obvious beauties of Totnes. Ensure that there is time (and fix 
an appointment in advance with the PRO, R. L. Johnson) to visit 
Dartington Hall. This place is, of course, a gift to would-be 
humorists and a delight to architects. Co-education is always 
good for a laugh and so, of course, are the arts, Henry Moore 
sculpture, ballet, drama, summer schools and idealism. These are 
all part and parcel of the spirit behind Dartington, together with 

a host of rural industries. For architects, with a more limited 
range of material on which to work, there is nevertheless an 
interesting diversity of building within a few square miles. A diversity 
not only of types—farms, mills, shops, offices (third from top) and 
housing (second from top) but also of styles. Top, left, is the 
senior school, designed by O. P. Milne in a neo-Georgian manner, 
and bottom, a schoolmaster’s house by Lascaze, of New York, 

in a style, like the office block above it (also by Lascaze), 
uncompromisingly modern and erected only a few years later. By 
contrast, on the opposite page, is the restored fourteenth century 
hall, seen beyond what was once the tilt-yard, and is now a yew- 
backed open-air theatre. This hall, which forms the west end of a 
large quadrangle, is about 80 ft. by 40 ft. and, despite the new 
hammer beam roof, is described by Pevsner as being amongst the 
finest of its date in England. 

The people behind Dartington are, of course, the Elmhirsts. 
Leonard Elmhirst is a Yorkshireman, educated at Cambridge, who 
has studied agriculture in America and formed an agricultural 
department in India. Dorothy Elmhirst, his wife, who inherited a 
large fortune, is an American by birth. They bought the 
Dartington estate of about 800 acres in 1925. Their aim was to 
achieve the rehabilitation of the English countryside in the widest 
sense. And in the term rehabilitation they included culture as well 
as economics. As a result they developed the existing dairy, pig 
and arable farms and woodlands, and started several other 
enterprises, of which the following are now in existence : a market 
gardens department, a saw mill, a textile mill, an estate shop and 
offices. There are also several associated companies, which 
include building, electricity and a cattle breeding centre. In 
addition, they started a co-educational school, with junior, middle 
and senior sections, for children from three years to eighteen, an 
adult education centre, two research departments, and an arts 
department (mainly for music and drama). 

The organization today is slightly complicated. Dartington Hall is 
a trust administered by six trustees. In their own words: “ In 
order to carry out the purposes of the trust in education and research 
a number of endowed departments were set up, and the commercial 
enterprises formed into two companies, Dartington Hall Limited 
and Dartington Woodlands Limited. All the shares are held by 
the trustees, and while these companies derived their capital from 
the trustees, they receive no annual endowment from the trust. 

The area of land owned by the trustees is approximately 3,000 acres 
and over 400 people are employed by the companies and other 
departments.” The endowed departments are the school, arts 
department, adult education centre, economics research office, 
woodlands research office, the estate department and the grounds 
and gardens department. Dartington Hall Limited consists of the 
three farms, the sawmill, the textile mill and the retail shop (well 
worth being tempted by, it is on the Buckfastleigh-Totnes road). 

It can be seen from this that the whole matter is very businesslike. 
If you are coming, looking for dreamy impracticabilities carried out 
in home-spun and sandels by half the characters of Cold Comfort 
Farm you will be very disappointed. The atmosphere is more one 
of carefully planned industrial and cultural progress put into 
practice over a very wide field by extremely clever people. 

For visiting architects there is, after the’ more historic buildings, 
the opportunity for an interesting and enlightening study of the 
development of modern architecture in the ’thirties, and in the 
farm buildings can be seen some of the latest theories in designing 
for dairy farming. 

Dartington would appear to be unique. It deserves the closest 
study because of its endeavours to achieve a sound rural economy 
and richer rural life. Inevitably it has been criticized—particularly 
at the start—by people outside who disliked the progressive 
left-wing ideas, and troubled by the odd rogue and fanatic from 
within ready to abuse privilege. But to architects striving to 
produce ideal buildings for an ideal way of life a visit to Dartington 
is an oddly humbling and inspiring occasion, strive though one may 


‘to preserve one’s cynicism. 
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Devonport 


Visitors to Plymouth, having studied 
the rebuilding, should not forget to 
pay a visit to neighbouring neglected 
Devonport and Stonehouse. The whole 
character is intensely naval—even the 
housing. Durnford Street (1775) 
extreme left, once a fashionable 
residential area for the families of naval 
officers and with a view over the 
Hamoaze, is described by Professor 
Richardson as “ like the stern quarters 
of three-deckers and frigates.”” In the 
Royal Naval Dockyard, founded by 
William III, is the admiral Super- 
intendent’s house, South Dockyard, 
top left, all that is left of a group of 
eighteenth century senior officers’ 
residences, and theTemple of 

Minerva on Bunkers Hill, shown 
below it, on which is written: 

* This building was erected in the 
year 1822 to perpetuate the recollection 
of the visit of His Majesty King 
George the Third of blessed and 
glorious memory, and of His Majesty’s 
admiration of the rock on which it 
stands, and the scene.” It is nowa 
summerhouse. Also impressive, 
Vanbrugh’s Gun Wharf and two 
1,200-ft. three-storey Roperies. The 
most imposing building in Stonehouse 
is the Royal William Victualling Yard 
(1826-35) by Sir John Rennie, centre 
left, with appropriate carvings in 
hard-to-work granite, as below.

The tubular strings, the straps to support the treads and 
the standards supporting the handrail were shop-welded

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The establishment of Devonport as a 
town in its own right was marked by the 
erection of a Greek Doric column (1824) 
by Foulston, picturesquely placed in 
Ker Street beside his Town Hall and 
Egyptian Library (now Oddfellows 
Hall), bottom left, opposite page. As 
would be expected, there are an 
impressive number of robustly 

carved figureheads in the area, as that 
of the 120-gun Royal William, built 

in 1833 (opposite page, top) and that 
of Minerva, below, over a coral grotto 
at the foot of Bunkers Hill. Not to 

be missed in Devonport: the superb 
early 18th-century timber-work (right) 
in the form of gambrel scissor-truss 
roofs over the shipbuilding slips in 

the South Dockyard. 


Saltash 


We suggest visitors shouid take the 
opportunity of visiting Cornwall, 
having got as far as Plymouth—the 
Saltash ferry over the Tamar enables 
one to see Brunel’s superb Royal 
Albert Bridge (1859), a combination 

of suspension and arch construction. 
After assembly on the bank, the two 
iron trusses, 455 ft. long and 56 ft. 
high, were swung into position across 
the Tamar on to their granite shafts. 
Refreshment: The Plymouth area is 

not famous for food. Try Tony’s 
Imperial Restaurant (Greek) in Union 
Street for good inexpensive ravioli. 

Or go to The George, Plympton, 
where there is good food and wine at 
reasonably luxurious prices. (Menu 
cards suggest you call the waiter by his 
Christian name.) 
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Cornwall 


Having got to Plymouth one should not miss the opportunity of 

having a look over the Tamar at Cornwall, Devon’s poorer, rougher 
neighbour. Architecturally less spoilt, inland Cornwall has developed 
its own peculiar landscape. To pick on a significant detail the 

massive boulders of the walls and banks of Dartmoor give way to walls of 
finer texture, the small laminated stones being laid vertically and hori- 
zontally as in the example on the left. Tin has been exploited in Cornwall 
since the Bronze Age, and for a time in the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries copper became important. Now copper mining has ended 
and tin mining has declined. The photograph above shows the 
decaying chimney and engine house of the Liza Mine near St. Blazey. 
These gaunt derelictions are characteristic of the mining parts of 
Cornwall and also of the region of Callington, on the borders of 

Devon. 
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In Cornwall, however, china clay has taken the place of tin, with its 
vast pits and “ tips ” above and right. The huge clay pits and the 
white mountains of waste behind St. Austell and on Bodmin Moor 
(as well as north of Ivybridge in Devon) form one of the strangest, 
bosomy landscapes in Britain. The clay goes all over the world, to 
British factories for making pottery, paper, rubber, textiles, paints, 
linoleum, chemicals, stomach powders, face powders, lipstick . . . 
need we go on? 
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St. Austell 


No reference to Cornwall, however brief, should omit reference to CornwalJ’s major contribution to post-war 
building—the Cornish Unit house, produced by Selleck Nicholls & Co., at St. Austell. This non-traditional house 
has been used all over the west country and even as far afield as Yorkshire and Lancashire. Over 18,000 dwellings 
have been completed and a further 5,200 are under construction. The approximate price of a three-bedroom house, 
erected in pairs, is £1,000 each, exclusive of foundations, paths, drains and fences. The columns and blocks are 
made of cement with silica quartz used as a fine aggregate, giving a white finish with slight sparkle. The system of 
construction, based on a 3 ft. 4 in. module, (see base stones, above, extreme right) has been developed so that 3-storey 
flats as well as terraces (see top illustration), bungalows (above right), classrooms, ward blocks and farm buildings can 
be built. A Mark IV type of house, the latest development, is shown above left. The manufacturers do not sell the 
components separately, but produce the erection drawings to the architect’s requirements and quote for the supply 
and erection of the whole building or, as specialist sub-contractors, for the supply and erection of the units only. 
This system of construction meets with some criticism from the local architects; one argument used is that its univer- 
sality tends to prevent any form of regionalism in design. It can also be criticised because the “‘ off the peg” 

houses may, in time, damage the architect’s livelihood. A rather more serious point, perhaps, is the system’s present 
lack of flexibility in design—it still tends to be a system which produces standard types of building, and not a method 
of construction capable of enormous variation, which is the ideal at which all prefabricators are aiming. It will be 
interesting to see how soon this enterprising firm will achieve this ideal. 


Tavistock 


To avoid the delay of the Saltash or Torpoint ferries we suggest entering Devon from 
Cornwall via Tavistock. Here is a most satisfactory example of precision in the use of 
slate hanging (left). The house was built in 1802, and shows the dignified effect which 


can be obtained with simple lines. From 1780 onwards, slate hanging became the 
most characteristic use of materials in regional architecture which remains today. The 
vertically hung slate was used to weatherproof and repair houses which were formerly 
timbered in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. It produces an extremely rich 
texture. As one goes west across Devon, artd approaches Tavistock, Plymouth and 
Cornwall, so the increasing use of slate will be encountered. The reason for this is the 
proximity of the Delabole Quarries in Cornwall, which were extensively used from the 
end of the eighteenth century. 
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Dartmoor 


The earliest forms of architectural evolution in Devon after the troglodytes moved out of Kent’s cavern are the 
beehive huts (room for couples only) on Dartmoor. These hut circles (see inset, top left) may have been roofed 
with turf, and are attributed to the early Bronze age. From these simple beginnings Dartmoor granite has served 
a multiple of uses for miles around—churches, farms (bottom), socketed gate posts, bridges and, of course, the 
ubiquitous boulder wall. Another characteristic of the Dartmoor scene is the clapper bridge, of megalithic 
trabeated granite form, of which the best known is at Postbridge, above right, on the way to Moretonhampstead. 
However we do not advise so direct a route. To enjoy gaunt Dartmoor to the full—whether in mist or sunshine— 
turn right after Two Bridges (an oasis of sorts) and go to Holne for views of the Dart. You will pass the Forest 
Inn, Hexworthy, on the way, where there is excellent drink in Swedish glassware, good food, and Mr. Henderson 
the proprietor and his charming Swedish wife are live wires who can tell stories of convict escapes and all the local 
gossip. Do not bother to go to Princetown to visit the prison—it’s not worth seeing—unless you can persuade them 
to let you inside. Avoid also Widecombe, full of gnomes and nick-nacks. If you really want to study Dartmoor 
you must, of course, walk. Try following up a stream to its source—which means that you stand a good chance of 
coming back to where you started from. The East Dart from Post Bridge is as good as any, and the East Dart 
Hotel is handy. 
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Ashburton 


Ashburton, like Totnes and Dartmouth and other towns, consisted 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries of timber houses with fac- 
ades projecting in stages. For economical maintenance the faces 
were weatherproofed in the eighteenth century with slate hanging, 
often in charmingly cut slate patterns, as in the Card House at 
Ashburton, above. This has been grouted as additional weather- 
proofing in the Cornish manner. Slate thus takes its place, with cob, 
limestone and granite, as a fine West Country building material, and 
the last to be displaced by brick. Whilst the main streets of Ash- 
burton present trim slate hung facades of early Georgian elegance, 
the back parts are now picturesque shambles, right, where the river 
Yeo flows—the river which ‘“‘ gave motion ” to the many 

mills of earlier times. For Ashburton has been the market for south 
west, and around Dartmoor of wool, tin, iron, corn. As late 


as the 1830’s Ashburton Mills produced red serge for Indian rajahs’ 
troops. The eighteenth century grammar school in St. Law- 
rence’s Lane has a schoolroom with an interesting pendulous ceiling 
plasterwork and the Town Arms in plaster on the wall, above, 
together with the coats of arms of several county families. This 
single rather crude example must serve to represent a whole tradition 
of skilled plasterwork in Devon. 


Bovey Tracey 


This ancient market town, on our circumambulatory route to Exeter, 
is represented here not by its fine church but by the cosy keyhole 
doorway, right, built in 1953, which slipped through the planning 
Officer’s net, no doubt to appear proudly some day in a brick- 
maker’s catalogue. 
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Heytor 


In 1820, George 
Templer, of Stover 
House (a plain but dis- 
tinguished eighteenth 
century mansion near 
Bovey Tracey, now a 
girls’ school) con- 
structed the Heytor 
Granite Railway, the 
earliest railway in 
Devon. The line was 
laid along the contour 
and linked up the 
Heytor quarry with 
the Stover canal run- 
ning into the Teign- 
mouth Estuary. 
Granite railway lines 
and points, right, 
where the wagon 
trucks in a train of 
twelve wagons loaded 
with granite were 
pulled by a team of 
eighteen horses, can 
still be seen near the 
quarry, stretching 
across the moors. 
There is a granite 
walled pound where 
the horses were kept 
between trips. 
George Templer was 
responsible for the 
elegant Strawberry 
Hill Gothic Church 
at Teigngrace. 


aq 
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Heytor 


Even more derelict than the quarry rails is the water-filled quarry 
itself. On an island in the middle of the lake stands a wood and 
iron derrick, surrounded by veined granite cliffs. This once- 
celebrated quarry supplied the granite sets for London streets and 
the granite blocks for London Bridge and the Fishmongers’ Hall. 
It was also used for the columns of the Library in the British 
Museum. Refreshment : after the melancholy of this, recover your 
cheeriulness at the Rock Inn nearby, an old pub (in the middle of 
mining cottages} run by a retired naval commander.

This farm at Wray Barton, near Lustleigh, on the road between Bovey Tracey and Moretonhampstead is a rare 
example of the late ferme ornée style which was probably a product of Loudon’s “ Encyclopaedia of cottage, farm 
and villa architecture and furniture.” Wray Barton itself is also in Loudon and Papworth’s tradition. 

Ashton 


Devon, with Wales and East Anglia, are the most renowned areas for Rood screens and church woodwork. The 
reason for the high development of woodcarving in Devon is due largely to the greater availability of wood than 
carvable stone. Ashton, an exceedingly attractive hillside village with thatched cottages, has a church which is of 
considerable importance for its Rood screen, below, restored by the late Herbert Read. The fine painted wainscoats 
to this Rood screen are of the second half of the fifteenth century. Centre, above, early renaissance stained glass of 
the sixteenth century in Ashton church. Stained glass is infrequently found in Devon, possibly due to the ravages of 
the Puritans. The plums are to be found in the fourteenth century east window of Exeter Cathedra!, and in the 
remarkable fifteenth century glass in the parish church of Doddiscombsleigh, near Ashton. 

Haldon Tower 


Haldon Tower (above right), nearby, is a well-known landmark seen from Exeter, the Exe Valley and East Devon. 
It was built in 1788, as a triangular Gothic Belvedere with castellated corner turrets. It is now a tea place where you 
are charged sixpence to step inside the gate, but it is worth seeing the staircase. Similar to one at Powderham.

A tongue of red sandstone starting 
from the foothill valleys of Somerset, 
the Culm Valley, and the Exe Valley, 
stretching westwards towards Oak- 
hampton, and curling round the coast 
from Exmouth to Paignton, gives 
inland a very rich agricultural land. 
This land produces corn, and 
particularly barley, which the thatcher 
converts into a roofing material with 
his expert combing, and we have, 
therefore, in these regions an abund- 
ance of traditional thatched buildings. 
At Dunsford, there being no readily- 
available building stone in the vicinity, 
cob (chopped straw and clay) is used 
for the walling of cottages, as in 
many mid-Devon villages. Unfor- 
tunately, it is becoming increasingly 
uneconomical for landowners, such as 
the Fulfords of Great Fulford 
nearby, who own this village and have 
lived here for centuries, to maintain 
these picturesque villages in thatch and 
cob. The MOHLG should surely help 
to preserve such fast-decaying villages 
by issuing grants to landowners. 
When stabilised earth roads make 
news it is interesting to speculate on 
what might be achieved with cob in 
rural areas if the building operation 
was fully mechanized. It is 
unquestionably a durable material 
with magnificent insulating properties 
and is, of course, dirt cheap. If at this 
point on your tour you are hungry, 
and have the time, slip off our map on 
page 599 and visit the Manor House, 
referred to below,in . . 


Moretonhampstead 


These two-storied, thatched, granite 
almshouses (1637) are now National 
Trust property. The loggia motuf of 
this vigorous design owes much to 
Italian influence, like the Guildhall 
at Totnes and the Lichdon Street 
almshouses founded in 1627, at 
Barnstaple. It is possible that the 
columns are the work of Italian 
masons, for Devon had much trade 
in wool with the continent and the 
Mediterranean, but they are strangely 
crude and primitive for their date. 
Refreshments: The Manor House, 
definitely worth seeing, is a British 
Railways hotel, where restaurant-car 
waiters are trained—excellent meals, 
for a price, and excellent wine cellar.

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Exeter 


Exeter, the last or first town you should visit 
if you use this guide (see pages 598-9), is a 
red town, red brick and red sandstone— 
and once the county’s finest city. The 
cathedral, of which the floodlit Norman 
tower is shown above, is, contrarily, grey, 
being of Beer stone (this is where you came 
in, see p. 601). Not in the guides is Iron 
Bridge, right, which spans a valley of 


breweries and old houses between St. David’s 


Hill, North Street and its junction with 
the High Street. This charming nineteenth 


century bridge shows the engineer’s felicitous 


use of ornament allied to function, in the 
spandrels. No doubt traffic requirements 
have caused its days to be numbered. 
Earlier ironwork, of which Exeter is full, can 
be seen in the trellised hooded balcony, 
below right, at Colleton Crescent. This 
brick crescent with jalousied windows was 
built by the speculative builder Nosworthy 
about 1790 to 1800. It stands on the cliffs 
overlooking the canal and basin by the 
Customs House at Exeter and once had a 
superb view of the estuary—now taken 

up mainly with gas works and the new 
industrial site of future Exeter. The 
wrought ironwork shows the typical Greek 
fret key pattern ornament, with a delicate 
railing from the pattern books of the period. 
It is more than likely that this verandah, 
like others in Devon, was made at Chelten- 
ham and assembled in Exeter. It is a pity 
that the repairs to the hood have not been 
better carried out. 

Refreshment: The best food and wines are 
to be had at the Royal Clarence Hotel— 
beamed, panelled, almost too period and 
quaint ; a structure now in danger of being 
cleaned up. For a more than usually large 
glass of sherry (varied) for Is. 10d. try the 


White Hart Hotel (Davies Wine Co.) or go to 


the Black Horse Hotel, near the theatre, for 
Bass’s bitter and an excellent bin of claret.

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Polish Exhibition 


An exhibition of Polish Architecture is to be 
shown at the RIBA, 66, Portland Place, 
W.1, from May 21 to June 4.

MOW 
Atomic Energy Works 


A description of what goes on at Wind- 
scale Atomic Energy Works, Cumberland, 
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has been given in “ Britain's Atomic Fac- 
tories * (HMSO, 5s.). Last week a JOURNAL 
representative who visited the works learned 
more about the constructional problems and 
achievements. 

Two of the major building tasks (he 
writes) were the piles themselves and the 
primary separation p!ant. The pile consists 
of an immense concrete box 80 ft. high, 
housing a stack of graphite blocks in which 
are placed the uranium “slugs.” Concrete 
ducts connect each side of the pile to 
“blower” houses, the walls of which are 
air filters. Air is thus blown through the 
pile to cool it, discharging to the atmo- 
sphere up the 415 ft. high “chimneys ” 
through filters at the top. The sheer bulk 
of the construction is utterly beyond the 
scale of any ordinary building, the load at 
the base of the pile being 57,000 tons on an 
area 200 ft. by 100 ft. The asbestos-clad 
control building covers one end of the pile 
casing and is constructed of 86 ft. span, 
140 ft. high, steel portal frames. 

Site organization must have been formid- 
able. At one time there were two passenger 
lifts and two hoists inside the “ chimney ” 
and four hoists outside; work was floodlit 
and went on all night. 


From the pile, irradiated “ slugs ” are con- 
verted into a “ liquor” and taken to the top 
of the primary separation plant. This con- 
sists of a concrete “core” 100 ft. by 60 ft. 
on plan rising up in the centre of a steel 
framed building 110 ft. by 150 ft., both to a 
height of 200 ft. From the roof a chimney 
ventilation shaft rises a further 200 ft. The 
“liquor” passes down by gravity through 
a maze of equipment within the concrete 
core, being separated into its various com- 
ponents (including, of course, plutonium) 
on the way. Alli processes are remotely 
manipulated because of radio activity. 
Some of these “fission products,” because 
nothing can be done with them, go to a 
sinister little building where they must be 
stored “for ever.” The rest are dealt with 
in the laboratory group. 

Designing began in 1947 and the first pile 
was operating in December, 1950. To those 
who have seen the buildings this is a stag- 
gering achievement. Not the least of prob- 
lems was that the scientists could not give 
complete and unalterable instructions at the 
start, so that in some cases work was begun 
before details of the installation were 
known. Within “ process” areas materials 
had to satisfy peculiar requirements, for 
instance, aggregate had to be of low sodium 
content. Yet it was necessary to stockpile 
building materials to avoid delay. 

An interesting footnote to the project is 
the evolution of a team of craftsmen, metal 
workers, and building tradesmen, and a 
team of designers, engineers, and architects 
who have considerable knowledge of 
nuclear physics relative to their own work. 
There is, in fact, a special apprenticeship 
scheme at Windscale, and a nuclear engi- 
neering society is being formed. 


RSI 


Dry Rot Exhibition 
On Wednesday, May 12, Sir David Eccles, 
Minister of Works, opened a Dry Rot and 
Woodworm Exhibition at the RSI. Sir 
David, in commenting on the £20 million 
which these pests were said to be costing 
the country every year, pointed out that this 
high figure was substantially a reflection of 
the lack of maintenance during the late war. 

He expressed his hope that the exhibition, 
in pointing out the need for a scientific use 
of wood, would not detract from the esteem 
which the material enjoys in the building 
industry. The exhibition, which has been 
organized by the RSI in collaboration with 
DSIR, recapitulates data which have already 
been published in DSIR leaflets, and will 
remain open until July 17. 


CONCRETE 


Concrete Practice 


From a recent Concrete Symposium, attended 
by over 1,300 technical people, it is obvious 
(writes a correspondent) that interest in con- 
crete practice has never been higher at the 
professional level. In order to comp'ete the 
revolution in concrete-making practice it is 
essential that a like interest should be stimu- 
lated among site operatives. 

In order to forward this, the City and 
Guilds, acting on the request of the Rein- 
forced Concrete Association, have agreed to 
issue a Certificate of Concrete Practice. This 
certificate is to be issued to candidates who 
pass an examination after attending a course 
of twenty-six lectures in one year, the object 
of these lectures being to put over to the 
lower supervisory grades the technical reasons 
for the various actions they must take to en- 
sure proper control in concrete-making. 

The courses are to be held in different parts 
of the country, and are to be synchronized so 
that a man moving from one area to another 
may be certain of resuming his course at the 
point where he left off. All who are con- 
cerned in the industry are requested to assist 
in making the proposal a success. 


HOUSING 


Factory-made Units 


The Punt roof unit and timber storey-height 
panels are now being produced as factory- 
made units for assembly into single-storey 
houses. 

Messrs. C. D. Productions recently staged 
a modest exhibition at Hatfield which was 
aimed to interest those who would like to 
build their own houses. The co-operation of 
the New Town Development Corporation and 
its architect, Lionel Brett, has been secured, 
and it is hoped that a site can soon be made 
available for about twelve houses. The first 
will be put up by C. D. Productions and the 
Corporation jointly as a demonstration, and 
technical assistance will then be given to the 
remaining builder-occupiers. 

The houses are planned to a 40 in. module 
and a range of wall and window panels is 
available so that a wide variety of plan 
arrangements is possible; all designs have to 
be approved by the New Town architect. 
The material used is mainly hardwood, the 
windows are sliding sashes, and a compact 
e'ectrically-heated hot water unit has been 
devised in which the tube supports also act 
as pipes. 

It is claimed that a three-bedroomed house 
of 916 sq. ft. would cost £1,200. It is possible 
that building society financial assistance will 
be available to intending owners. The de- 
sign is the joint work of Ove Arup, Raglan 
Squire and C. D. Productions Ltd.
